ments on the office of director of the 
)>oor of Adams County and o t h e r sim i­ 
lar officers elected 
under tue local 
laws is as to the time of their election 
and their terms of service They still 
remain a tasty politic and corporate in 
law for ail purism*-* relating to the 


I s s ir o f the county as provide*! by their 
creating stat ut***. 
Hut a* their duties 
and powers are co extensive with the 
county und they are elected 
by 
the 
voters of the county, for the purpose 
of these amendments they were intend 
eil to come within the designation of 
‘county officers.* 
"From a canful consideration of 
these amendments and schedule at 
tacbed we feel fore**! to the conclusion 
that they clearly intended to include 
the office of director of the floor etc .of 
the County 
of Adams and therefore 
that tile term of the orator to this office 
was continued for one year; that the 
term of office of future directors is 
changed from three to four years and 
that the election of the defendant to 
this office. November^, UGO, a general 
election day. wa* unconstitutional arid 
void,"

Memphis. Tenn., Feb. 13. — Those

were declared ineligible to citizenship

Scott mausiF 
lentil have tailed to m aterialize, and 
the grave robbery, as far as develop­ 
ments are concerned, is now a closed 
book. 
The depredators mutilated four of 
the caskets in the vault, and these 
have been replaced by a local under­ 
taker. 
Mrs. Charles ll. Strong, daughter of 
the late W. L. Scott, has issued a 
statem ent through her own newspaper, 
in which she says al) the bodies have 
been accounted for. new caskets sub 
st Muted and that the authorities are 
bending every effort to discover the 
vandals. 


Wife Bound Herself to “Do Away” 


With Herself and Son as Soon as 


Possible After Death of Husband. 


Oxford, Me., Feb. 13.—Mrs. Lynn­ 
wood S. Keene fatally shot her four­ 
teen-year-old son. Gerald, and then 
killed herself, in fulfillment of a com­ 
pact made with 
lie r husband, 
w ho 
died on Saturday. 
The compact, dated about a month 
back, was found by the coroner in a 
sealed envelope in the woman s bed­ 
room. 
Keene was once a pros’perous far­ 
mer, but, according to the compact, 
the family had become impoverished 
and discouraged during his long ill­ 
ness. He was thirty-eight years old 
and his wife a year or two younger. 
The docum ent, found in a dresser 
In Mrs. K eene's ro o m , along with sev­ 
eral farewell letters to relatives, bore 
the 
nam es 
of 
both Mr. and Mrs. 
Keene, although the husband appar­ 
ently had been too feeble to make 
moer than his m ark, his name being 
written by his wife. 
The docum ent 
recited briefly the 
family troi.bles, the result of the ill­ 
ness of Mr. Keene In it iiis death was 
predicted, and It was said that as both 
the parents thought It would be wrong 
to have their son remain in the whrid 
to suffer the troubles they had experi­ 
enced, Mrs. Keene bound herself to 
"do away,” in the words of the com­ 
part, with herself and their son, Ger­ 
ald, as soon as possible after the 
death of the husband and father. 
Friends of the family who were In 
the house assisting in preparing the 
body of Mr. Keene for burial, heard 
shots fired upstairs. They found the 
boy Gerald in bed with a bullet wound 
in his right temple. 
So close had the 
revolver been held to the child’s head, 
probably while he was asleep, that 
the hair about his temple was singed. 
The boy was alive, but unconscious, 
when found. He lived less than an 
hour. 
The door of Mrs Keene’s room was 
broken In and her body was found 
stretched out on the bed. She had 
placed the revolver muzzle to the roof 
of her mouth and fired, death probably 
being instantaneous. 
In 
letters to relatives, to whom 
small gifts were made of personal be­ 
longings, the husband and wife asked 
to be buried in a double casket and 
that their son's coffin and theirs be 
placed in the sam e box for final Inter­ 
ment.

York, Pa., Feb. IS.—A cane cut from 
a stalk of the poison sumac made the 
entire family of Irwin H. Lam otte, of 
Springvale, York county, 111. 
Several of the Members w ere for a 
tim e in a' critical condition, but by 
prom pt 
medical 
attention all were 
brought out of danger. 
The cane was cut by a young son, 
who failed to distinguish between the 
harm less red-berried and the very poi- j 
sonous w hite or green-berried sumac. > 
The bark was peeled from the stick 
and It was taken Into the house, where 
j it was handled by the children and 
their parents.

Two of the children, Evelyn and 
Alice, were first affected, and Ches; 
ter and Benjam in quickly followed. 
N ausea and spells of w eakness were 
experienced by all, these Increasing 
alarm ingly in violence. 
A physician was a t first puzzled by 
the symptoms, but finally traced the 
poisoning to the white sumac cane.

"The real cause of Her break down.”

said, "was

overwork in attem pting personally to 
keep up her large correspondence anti 
the many additional dem ands of her 
friends and adm irers for som ething 
from her pen.

EXTRA SESSION IS 
CONGRESS BUGBEAR 


Senators in Hot Water Over 
President's Attitude. 


W ashington, Feb. 13.—Members of 
congress would give much to know 
w hether they are to be perm itted to 
break ranks on March 4 and retire to 
their homes for the summer, or w heth­ 
er they m ust linger in W ashington 
for an indefinite period to act upon 
the Canadian reciprocity agreem ent In 
extra session. Something positive on 
the 
subject from the W hite House 
would be especially acceptable. 
There is some foundation for the 
report that President T aft is viewing 
with entire complacency the solicitude 
ol m em bers of the senate on the sub­ 
ject of an extra session. Several sen* 
tors who feel that there Is no chaute 
for the approval of the agreem ent at 
the present session have found that 
this view is not shared at the W'hite 
House. 
The president has met all pessim is­ 
tic predictions with the suggestion 
that he is willing to trust the agree 
ment to a vote. He has never said, 
for publication, that be would call an 
extra session if such a vote is denied, 
hut senators certainly have failed to 
obtain assail ranees that he would not 
do so. 
The McCall bill to carry out the 
provisions of the Canadian agreem ent 
having been repoted to the house from 
the ways and m eans committee, prob 
ably will Ire brought up today. Imme­ 
diate consideration will be asked. 
If an agreem ent to that end is op­ 
posed the supporters of the bill will 
seek a rule for lim itation of debate 
and inhibition of am endm ent. 


PLOT TO RUIN COTTON CROP 


Hoke Smith Reveals Conspiracy to Dis­ 
tribute Boll Weevils In Cotton Bolt. 
A tlanta, Ga., Feb. 13.—W hat pur­ 
ports to be a plot to distribute boll 
weevils throughout the cotton raising 
districts of Georgia and South Caro­ 
lina has been exposed by Governor- 
elect Hoke Sm ith, who gave out a let­ 
ter he received. 
According to the letter, two men, 
one of whom is a Texan, have in their 
possession 1,000,000 live insects which 
they Intend to distribute. The w riter 
declared he had promised to conceal 
the conspirators’ names, but felt It his 
duty to frustrate their scheme.

When Fred York and 
Waite* Lee threw the burning bed 
from a window and pulled Fisher out 
of the room they found he was dead 
Though his Nothing was burned in 
some places there was no m ark of 
fire on the body and It Is quite cer­ 
tain that he died of suffocation.
